Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Applicant's arguments, filed May 2, 2008, with respect to claims 1 , 2, 5-8, 11, 12, 
1 8, 1 9, 21 , 24, 25, 27, 33, 38, 39, 41 , 42, 45-47, 49, 53, and 59 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of these identified claims has been 
withdrawn. 

4. Claims 1,2, 5-8, 1 1 , 1 2, 1 8, 1 9, 21 , 24, 25, 27, 33, 38, 39, 41 , 42, 45-47, 49, 53, 
and 59 are allowed over the prior art of record 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record are Elliot et al. (US 5,669,979), Sakuma et al. (US 5,270,247), DiMeo 
Jr. et al. (US 5,972,430), and Tseng et al. (EP 704551). 

6. Elliot teaches a photo-reactive surface processing, but does not anticipate or 
suggest fairly flowing precursor, purge, and input gases simultaneously into the reaction 
chamber and evacuating the purge/residual gases while the precursor and input gases 
are simultaneously introduced into the chamber. 

Sakuma teaches a process for growing a crystalline compound semiconductor by 
introducing first source, purge, and second source gases into the reaction chamber, but 
does not anticipate or suggest fairly evacuating the purge/residual gases while the 
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precursor and input gases are simultaneously introduced into tlie cliamber. 

DiMeo Jr. and Tseng both teach chemical vapor deposition processes where 
input gases are simultaneously introduced into the reaction chamber (DiMeo Jr.) and 
introducing a process gas simultaneously with a purge gas (Tseng). However, both 
DiMeo Jr. and Tseng do not anticipate or suggest fairly preventing mixture of said 
precursor gas and said input gas with a purge gas, while said precursor gas and said 
input gas are simultaneously provided. 

Upon further search, no other prior art that anticipates or suggests fairly the 
instant claims has been located as of the date of this office action. Therefore, claims 1 , 
2, 5-8, 11, 12, 18, 19, 21, 24, 25, 27, 33, 38, 39, 41, 42, 45-47, 49, 53, and 59 are 
allowed over the prior art of record.
